T\E VALERA denies that hatred ol 
** England decided the Irish of elec¬ 
tions, bat we suspect that his sudden 
dissolution of the Duil was influenced 
by a shrewd guess that could make 
Free State farmers and businessmen

the present loss of trade as soon as 
he started to trade in ancient spites 
and grievances... He was correct in 
his estimate and clever in his strate¬ 
gy, but unless the British government 
compromises on the land annuities 
and lifts the embargo. Free State far 
mers and business men will be left 
out'on the limb of that upas tree. 

The danger now is that, encourag¬ 
ed by this success, he may attempt 
what he and one or two of his minis¬ 
ters have already hinted at, a united 
Irish republic, “united” meaning the 
inclusion .of Northern Ireland. A 
line of customs houses between these 
two parts of Ireland is absurd enough 
but not so absurd as the idea that the 
two can be united into a republic 
headed by De Valera who up to a 
year ago was not allowed to set foot 
on northern soil. Whatever may be 
done in future days by other leaders, 
certainly action by the present Free 
State leaders can do nothing but re¬ 
tard union between the two .states.

Returning officer announced the 
result of the civic election and the 
new rtyayor, E. King, and Councillors 
McLaggan, Wolfe and Wittock signed 
the necessary declaration papers. 

On motion of Allan, the services of 
A. J. Flood in position of secretary- 
treasurer were retained at the same 
salary. 

W. D. Allan was appointed deputy 
mayor on a motion by WJolfe. 

Committees were appointed as fol¬ 
lows: fire and police, Allan, Brown, 
and Ulrich; public works, Ulrich, 
Wittock and Brown; finance, Wolie, 
McLaggan and Wittock; rink, Wolfe, 
Allan and McLaggan; parks and 
cemetery dept.,will come under pub¬ 
lic works committee supervision. The 
first named member in each case is 
the chairman of that, committee. 

Moved by Allan that the Mayor 
and secretary-treasurer be given 
power to transact all business with 
the bank. Motion carried. 

On motion of Wolfe the council 
meetings’ date was set for the first 
Monday of every month and all coun¬ 
cillors will be given 24 hours notice, 
if at all possible, in case of emergent 
meetings. 

The appointment of Fire 'thief 
was left in the hands of the fire and 
police committee until the next meet¬ 
ing. It was the hope of all council¬ 
lors that the services of W I. E. Butch- 
art be retained, if it was his desire. 

The services of townsman Weale 
were retained and on motion of 
Brown, his salary of $60 per month 
was increased 16 per cent. This mo¬ 
tion carried after considerable discus¬ 
sion showing the splendid service 
given tothe town by Mr. Weale. 

Attention was brought forward by 
Councillor Allan of the error made 
by the printer in the auditor’s finan¬ 
cial statement under the heading of 
payments. The item was "Cemetery 
$568.04 and should have read, Hall 
$499.35, Cemetery $68.69 with a to¬ 
tal of $568.04.” 

J. T. Willard and Roy Walker 
were present at the meeting repre¬ 
senting the group committee of the 
Boy Scouts. Thy asked the council 
for permission of the use of the 
ground floor of the building known 
as the old Vulcan Supply building, 
for the meetings of the Boy Scouts. 

On motion by Allan the scouts 
were granted use of the building. 
Mayor King spoke highly of the in¬ 
terest shown by the men in the scout 
movement 

Moved by Wolfe that McConnell 
Bros., of Calgary, be appointed audi¬ 
tors for the year at $146.00. Motion 
carried. 

The finance committee were asked 
to interview the manager of the Bank 
of Commerce re the financing for the 
coming year. This they will do at 
once and a budget will be presented 
at the next meeting. 

Mayor King and the secretary, A. 
J. Flood, spoke to the council on var¬ 
ious subjects and offered their full 
co-operation during the term.

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AN EYE OPENER 


1 The growing pursuit of knowledge is carrying the seek- 
erSwto-'Strange new flelds. Take Hansard for instance..A 
few years ago, Hansard was regarded as a sacred record 
of parliamentary debates, invoked on the eve of elections 
by politicians, who quoted detached extracts from its 
pages for the undoing of their opponents. So far as the 
general public was concerned, they knew not Hansard 
and therefore were at the mercy of the interpretations 
of the ingenious politician. 

Now, however things are changing with a speed prob¬ 
ably not appreciated by our legislators. The people—the 
common garden variety of people—are reading Hansard 
for themselves. We cannot speak for other parts of the 
country, but so far as this area is concerned, the individ¬ 
ual citizen, particularly the rural citizen, is an indefatig¬ 
able follower of parliamentary proceedings. Not as meted 
out to the public through the press, but as given in Han¬ 
sard. In fact this perusal has become a popular indoor 
sport when sessions are on. 

It would perhaps be disconcerting to many members of 
the House of Commons, if they realized just how large a 
collection of play-by-play observers they have. Out in 
the wind-blown spaces, in average little homes, all over 
Canada, the powerful and patientjelectorate is building up 
a picture of proceedings at the City Beautiful. It sees 
the majestic buildings of Parliament, with legislators sur¬ 
rounded by the suavities and luxuries which the elector¬ 
ate has made possible. It pictures the assembled mem¬ 
bers engaged in argument, constructive, irrelevant or fu¬ 
tile. It envisions the leaders and the runners up, rising to 
speak from some strong impelling purpose, or merely to 
defeat a real idea. It has also a vivid picture of the les¬ 
ser brethren whose onerous duty it is to shout “sit down” 
“Yammer ahead” or “Hear, hear.” 

Stripped of personality and atmosphere, the printed 
words in the pages of Hansard lose something and gain 
something. They carry a more sincere message than 
could otherwise be given. It is not difficult for the read¬ 
er to divide those whose first thought is the needs of the 
people, from those whose first thought is party prestige 
and selfish advantage. There are men amongst all par¬ 
ties at Ottawa, who, if they were free to sweep aside the 
warping influence of party allegiance, might unite in a 
forward moving, unselfish government, a government 
which would recapture and retain the faith and confidence 
of the people. 

As it is, the pages of Hansard expose unmercifully, 
those men whose sole thought is party solidarity, whose 
whole purpose it is to reject and belittle any suggestion 
which does not emanate from that party. There are the 
wasters and the builders, the chaff and the ^heat. The 
people are realizing by way of Hansard that they are 
supporting too much chaff. What's to do about it? 


SAID IN 1913—TRUE TODAY 


It is something of an adventure to come on a point of 
view which was expressed in 1913, and which is'generally 
applicable to 1933. 

Robert J. C. Stead, writing for the High River Times 
on January 30, 1913, speaks his mind on the subject of 
multiplying armaments and the war spirit If he read his 
article today, he would have no reason to be ashamed of 
it Commenting on a “Socialistic” movement against the 
necessity of war, he says: "Socialists claim that the in¬ 
terests of the masses of humanity in all nations are the 
same; that the common people have nothing to gain by 
war in any case; that wars are engineered and provoked 
by the capitalistic class for selfish reasons, and th e cap¬ 
italist remains safely at home while the laboring man is 
hurrahed away to do battle with other laboring men who 
have done him no injury. It is a terrible indictment of 
the present principles and practices of warfare. 

“Both Fedeal parties in Canada are committed to the 
expenditure of large sums of money for naval defence, 
their difference of policy being simply in the matter of 
expenditure. 1 do not wish at this point to be understood 
as criticizing a naval expenditure on the part of Canada, 
but I do assert absolutely that if the 35 million which it 
is proposed to spend in building dreadnaughts were de¬ 
voted to promoting good fellowship' between Great Brit¬ 
ain and Germany, it would really be a greater measure ol 
protection than three ships can ever be. 

“You know that deep in your bosom you have no great 
craving to see the gore of the good natured peace loving 
Germans flowing the streets of the Fatherland or dyeing 
the North Sea. You have met the German in this country 
and you find in him a good citizen, a good neighbor—yes 
and a good Canadian. You wouldn’t think of going out 
some night and doing him to death, and you do not expect 
that he entertains designs on your life. Wihy do we con¬ 
template collectively, an idea whidh we would not consider 
individually? 

“But the Briton has been painted in Germany as a fiend 
incarnate ready to swoop down and tear the people limb 
from limb. The German has been similarly painted in 
England and Canada, and that is why they vote money 
for armaments. The representation in both cases is a lie 
and a libel upon two of the world’s greatest nations. If 
the people who misrepresent foreign peoples and try to 
create suspicion and distrust between nations, were all 
hanged for high treason, it would be a great step toward 
universal peace. 

The only way to combat this misrepresentation is to let 
the people see the truth. The interest on 36 million at 4 
pr Cent, would provide a fund sufficient to bring 1400 
representative Germans to Canada every year as guests 
of our government, give them the time of their lives, let 
them fraternize with our citizens and see that they are 
not so blood thirsty as they are painted. Send them home 
thinking Canadians a jre the finest people in the world. If 
we were to do such a thing, it is a certainty that Ger¬ 
many would return the compliment by making guests of 
a similar number of Canadians and dispelling their wrong 
idea* in a similar way. If you do not think that such a 
policy would go further toward removing the danger of 
war with Germany, than the building of dreadnaughts. 
then your conception of human nature differs from 
mine." 


SPORTSMANSHIP 


Parliamentarians at Ottawa, have opened fire on the 
Co-operative Commonwealth Federation. Conservatives 
and liberals have shown a united front against the move¬ 
ment sponsored by Mr. -Woodsworth. They have attacked 
from various angles, the dominant contention being that 
the C.C.F. is nebulous and impractical. Some members 
scented Communism, and frowned for that reason. Others 
stressed the “socialization” element, and the majority 
were opposed to Mr. Woodsworth’* resolution because it 
sought sanction of state socialism. This opposition to 
state socialism, or to the general interpretation of state 
socialism, is not confined to old party men. Amongst 
those bodies which are officially supporting the C.C.F. are 
many individuals who do not look with favor on the na¬ 
tionalization of all land, and they are in doubt as to how 
far the C.C.F. would go in abolishing private ownership. 
On the other hand, there are those who hold no exalted 
notions regarding the value pr security of present private 
ownership, and who feel they could live quite serenely 
under a 99 year lease. 

However, it is obvious that Conservatives and Liberals 
shudder, and draw their shawls more closely round their 
shoulders, whenever the word "socialism” comes charging 
down the breeze. 

So long as they confine their attacks—querulous or con¬ 
structive—to the unmatured features of Mr. Woodsworth’s 
movement, they have popular opinion back of them. As 
yet the C.C.F. has not presented a policy sufficiently con¬ 
crete to satisfy stable citizens. It has a long way to go 
before it can command a reliable following. 

At the same time, the average voter sees nothing com¬ 
mendable in this constant sniping at Mr. Woodsworth’s 
integrity. It is ridiculous, as well as futile, for his foes 
to imply or assert that he is in the pay of Moscow. His 
judgment may be in doubt but to divert from the main is¬ 
sue by casting aspersions on the sincerity and independ¬ 
ence of his convictions, is not sportsmanship and surely 
should be unnecessary. 

Mr. Woodsworth and those who believe with him are 
doubtless quite as loyal and honest Canadians as those 
who decry him. 

Capitalism as represented by Conservatives and Liber¬ 
als, has shown that it dissaproves of socialism. There are 
many people who would prefer to believe that capitalism 
is right. But there must be some proof. It is not suffic¬ 
ient to depounce Mr. Woodsworth’s plan, without offering 
any substitute This session will furnish evidence of the 
sincerity of the advocate of capitalism, in working for 
the welfare of the majority of Canadians. 

Mr. George Macdonald, a Governor of McGill Universi¬ 
ty, declared that the time has come for the abolition of 
that costly confusion, and in its place a graded income- 
tax on all incomes, including wages as well as salaries, 
dividends, rents and other sources of gain. It was a call 
for a sound principle of taxation, as far as possible—a 
single tax; and again it is plain common-sense. Why 
has such always been so stoutly resisted by the wealthy 
and well to do and those generally in possession? Be¬ 
cause indirect taxes, like tariffs, open wide doors for ex¬ 
ploitation and sectional gain; because such burdens caff 
be shifted down to the masses of the people, and because 
such taxes can be collected without the public (patient 
mule that it is) asking too many awkward and disturbing 
questions. There are even those who love such taxes, be¬ 
cause their complicated and devious ways provide abund¬ 
ant opportunity for jobs, and jobbery, tips and perquisites. 

The chief point of contention here, in support of Mr. 
George Macdonald, is that taxes should be direct, justly 
distributed on all citizens, cleanly and inexpensively gath 
ered,. and fairly shared in by all parts’ of the country. 
What a gain it would be if our present adversity should 
teach us such elementary wisdom! 


WILL FRANK UN RULE? 


An interesting fact whiih the newspapers have appar¬ 
ently overlooked, is that Mrs. Franklin Roosevelt is a 
closer relative to the deceased Teddy than her husband 
Mrs. Roosevelt is a Roosevelt in her own right, being 
first cousin to the late Theodore, while her husband is a 
cousin seven times removed. 

More important than relationship, however, is the fact 
that the Roosevelt women have very decided political 
opinions and it is not unreasonable to suggest that for the 
next four years (he United States will be to a large ex¬ 
tent, petticoat governed. This does not infer that the es¬ 
teemed Franklin is hen-pecked—but one can be sure that 
his consort will spend More time discussing political is¬ 
sues with her husband than to her social duties. 

After March 4, Washington, D.C. will be a hectic place 
in which to live with two female Roosevelts in residence. 
The dynamic personality of this family was expressed 
several years ago by the wife of a Brooklyn Heights mil¬ 
lionaire who said she could sense the presence of any 
Roosevelt woman in a crowd of one hundred other wom¬ 
en.—A.F.F. in Drumheller Mail. 


UNCOLLECTED TAX 


The financial statements presented to the ratepayers of 
surrounding municipalities have shown an able effort on 
the part of these districts to pay their way during the 
past year. Taxpayers and Councillors have directed every 
scrupulous effort to avoid further obligations, and the 
year 1932 has been one of economy, without eliminating 
services. Records on the whole have been good. 

However the fact does remain that the burden of uncol¬ 
lected municipal taxes is very heavy and, in aggregate, 
presents a startling figure. Municipal taxes in Royal M.D. 
Dec. 31, 1932, were $72,219.14; in Dinton $37,301.97 (a re 
duction of $2000 from 1931); in Riley $35,629.94; in Sheep 
Creek $19,582.96; in the town of High River $27,617.06. 

It has been pointed out that if there were any assur¬ 
ance that there arrears would be paid this year the com¬ 
ing tax rate could be very materially reduced. This pre¬ 
sents the existing situation—that those who have paid 
their taxes to date, can see little hope of any reduction in 
rate, unless or until arrears are paid. This places an un¬ 
fair burden upon the man who pays promptly. He is in a 
sense penalized because others cannot or will not pay. 

There is no doubt that the great majority throughout 
these districts have made every effort in recent date to 
meet their tax obligations. But the figures would sug¬ 
gest that through the years, there were many who could 
have paid and neglected to do so. Under normal or even 
sub-normal conditions, it is possible to pay one year’s 
taxes without undue strain. But when taxes remain un¬ 
paid for two or three years, they mount up to a figure 
discouraging and overwhelming. Yet taxes represent ser¬ 
vices expected and accepted. They are a definite obliga¬ 
tion and must be paid. 

Both ratepayers and Councillors have learned lessons in 
the last few yeare.
